As for German -Israel relations, 
Dayan said he had secured a specific 
German undertaking not to 
recognize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), before the 
latter changes Its stand on brad. 
Moreover, according to Dayan, the 
Germans have promised to support 
BadaVa Middle East move, eves If 
the USSR and Syria are against it. 

He added that the Germans agreed 
to some of his criticism of the EEC’s 
stand on the Middle East, and said 
they would do their best to get the 
community to support Sadat. 

The Dayan visit In general can be 
seen as an Israeli public relations 
success. The general public was im- 
pressed by his forthright, no-frills 
manner. Israel Is viewed more 
positively following the visit than 
before, and the interview granted by 
the foreign minister to German 
television was one of the best presen- 
tations of the Israeli case seen in 
Germany for a long time, observers 
said. 

Dayan’s criticism of the German 
attempt to dictate the content of the 
peace agreement was widely 
accepted by the public and the local 
press in Germany, especially as 
Dayan played on dormant anti- 
French feelings. He described Ger- 
many as a major power and urged it 
not to be dragged along by France, 
"which under the present cir- 
cumstances cannot play a construe - 
-tive role in the dispute.” 

Dayan further noted that Ger- 
many has helped Israel more than 
any other country apart from the 
U.S. He said he feels the German 
government 1s taking adequate steps 
to deal with resurgent anti- 
Semitism. No specific plans for 
cooperation against terrorism were 
discussed, although Dayan took 
pains to drive home the point that the 
latest Lufthansa hijacking had been

House news conference that “we 
have certainly not reached that point 
yet. He insisted that Syria, Jordan 
and Lebanon are very much in- 
terested in reaching peace accords 
with Israel, despite their criticism of 
Egyptian President Sadat’s latest 
peace Initiative. 

“There is no doubt in my mind at 
ail that (Syrian) President Assad, 
who has been one of the most highly 
critical of what Sadat did... wants 
peace with Israel,” he said. 

During the 80-minute news con- 
ference, most of which was devoted 
to the Middle East, the president 
also said that:

Carter's veiled warning that tee 
U.S. would support a separate 
Israeli-Egyptlan pact U Jbe oteer 
Arabs refused to go along with Egypt 
was seen here as an Important shift 
in U.S. policy. Until now, American 
spokesmen have refused even to 
speculate about such a possibility, 
airaid that tee other Arab states and 
the Soviets would be upset. 

Carter opened the news con- 
ference with a general statement on 
tee Middle East. Here to the text of 
that statement as well as excerpts 
from tee questioning that followed: 

“In the last few days, we have 
seen, I believe, a historic 
breakthrough In the search for a per- 
manent lasting peace in tee Middle 
East because of the true leadership 
qualities that have been exhibited by 
the courage of President Sadat and 
the gracious reception of him in 
Israel by Prime Minister Begin. This 
ha, been already a tremendous ac- 
complishment. 

"I think that the importance of It to 
that there has been an Initiation of 
direct, person-to-person negotiations 
between Israel and the major power 
In the Middle East among the Arab 
nations who are Israel’s neighbours. 
Lebanon, Syria. Jordan have a total 
population of about 12 million. Egypt 
has a population of 36 million and has 
by far the greatest military force; 
and the fact teat this strongest Arab 
country and the nation of Israel are- 
now conducting direct negotiations 
is a major accomplishment in itself. 

"Two of Israel's most cherished 
desires have already been met: One 
is this face-to-face negotiation 
possibility, and the other one to a 
recognition by a major Arab leader 
that Israel has a right to extot._In 
fact. President Sadat- said: ‘We 
welcome you in our. midst/ ’’ 

Carter even threw out the 
hypothetical possibility that Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein might begin 
dealing directly with Israel. “Ob- 
viously. if there should he a 
breakthrough in the future simil ar to 
what occurred between Egypt and 
Israel — Just say, for Instance, that if 
King Hussein said he would like to 
negotiate directly with Prime 
Minister Begin — we would support 
that enthusiastically and offer our 
good offices to encourage such an' in- 
terchange." 

Carter's December 18 date for the 
Cairo conference bad not previously 
been reported here and took most 
observers by surprise. Earlier; It 
was expected that the Cairo con- 
ference could take place as soon as 
next week. Officials here said that 
Egypt and the UJ9. had discussed the 
December 18 date and reached 
agreement on It. 

“The U.S. has been very pleased to 
see this reduction In dtotnut and a 
reduction in fear and a reduction In 
suspicion between the Arabs and the 
Israelis.

MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev yesterday all but 
formally rejected Egypt’s invitation 
to attend the Cairo peace con- 
ference, saying Moscow's views on 
the Middle East are Identical with 
Syria's, the Tosh news agency 
reported. 

Syria has already turned down an 
invitation to attend the Cairo 
meeting called by Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to prepare for a 
Geneva conference on the Middle 

East. ■ 

Brezhnev and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko met 
yesterday with Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdel-Halim Khaddam, 
who delivered a personal message 
from Syrian President Hafez Assad, 
Tass said. w-hnHHam left for home 
last night. 

Israel, the U.S. and UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim have agreed 


to send representatives to the Cairo 
meeting. (Waldheim is sending Fin- 
nish General Ensio Siilaavuo, com- 
mander of the UN peace-keeping 
forces in the Middle East, to repre- 
sent the UN at Cairo.) 


Without mentioning Cairo by 
name, Tass said Gromyko told 
Khaddam Tuesday that the Soviet 
Union cannot support Sadat's peace 
Initiatives.

Katzir thanked 
his host for expressing hto country’s 
support, and noted that the special 
relationship between Israel and 
Costa Rica was founded on a com- 
mon respect for the values of 
freedom, Justice and eauality. 


DAMASCUS (AP). — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization yesterday 
urged the Egyptian people and army 
to rise up and Join forces with an 
Arab "rejection front" opposed to 
President Sadat’s peace initiative.

Absorption Minister David Levy 
yesterday sent the Prime Minister a 
detailed plan, tor encouraging the 
return of emigrants which will confer 
special privileges on those settling In 
development towns, establish fixed 
criteria for assistance, and concen- 
trate responsibility for yordim in the 
hands of the government instead of 
the Jewish Agency. 

Meeting with reporters in his of- 
fice, Levy said he ‘hoped the plan — 
formulated with senior staffers over 
the last four months — would bring 
back 100,000 emigrants within the 
first five years of operation. 

If Levy's target figure is reached. 
It will mean the return of one-third of 
the emigrants currently living out- 
side Israel. Levy said he hoped the 
government would implement the 
plan soon. 

Under the new programme, a 
returning resident would be someone 
who has lived abroad tor three yean 
or more. (Eligibility tor existing 
benefits is not determined according 
to a set period of residence abroad.) 

The committee set up two years 
ago under Jewish Agency control to 
handle all applications by yordim for 
help will be eliminated. The Absorp- 
tion Ministry, said Levy, will set up a 
unit tor returning residents using its 
existing staff to coordinate all ac- 
tivities and send emissaries abroad 
to handle processing and information 
efforts. 

The widest benefits will be award- 
ed to yordim who settle in develop- 
ment towns for at least five years, or 
fulfil some other "national goal” by 
joining tbe security forces, joining 
new settlement groups, or moving to 
border areas. These cases will be en- 
titled to easy-term mortgages, bonk 
loans and standing loans. Yordim 


who move to the central or large 
towns and cities will be entitled only 
to certain loans that are granted un- 
der the current system. 

Regarding customs, standing loans 
to cover the tax on household goods 
and a car will be granted to returnees 
settling in development areas. 
Others will receive a loan to be 
repaid within five years. 

According to Levy's plan, every 
returning resident will be 
guaranteed employment, or a 
minimum income as be looks for 
work. Those whose capabilities are 
not in demand will get subsidized 
retraining. Money for employment 
programmes will come from tbe 
various funds that have been set up 
for immigrant employment. 

The minister did not estimate how 
much the plan will cost, but said his 
office is consulting with the Treasury 
on funding. 

Research studies on the subject of 
yordim have found that financi al in- 
centives to emigrants are not a ma- 
jor factor; but the promise of in- 
creased economic growth, a better 
quality of life and moral climate in 
Israel tend to make yordim consider 
eiy pn h i g home. Those factors, as well 
as promoting more Jewish identity 
awinnp yordim, are not mentioned in 
the Levy plan. 

Levy also disclosed tbe results of a 
poll of 1,300 Israelis commissioned 
by his ministry. Of those Inter- 
viewed. 52 per cent favoured gover- 
ment h untiling of absorption, 85 per 
cent favoured Jewish Agency con- 
trol, 4 per cent favoured the involve- 
ment of both, and the rest gave no 
opinion. When The Jerusalem Post 
suggested that a poll of recent im- 
migrants who had familiarity with 
the Issue be taken, the minister in- 
structed his aides to commission a 
study of olim.

for a conference in Cairo. This is 
likely to be held around the 18th of 
December, by the middle of 
December. We will participate in 
that conference at a high level — 
Assistant Secretary Atherton will 
represent our nation. 

“We look on this as a very con- 
structive step. The road toward 
peace has already led through 
Jerusalem. It will now go to Cairo 
and ultimately, we believe, to a com- 
prehensive consultation at Geneva. 

“It's not an easy thing to bring 
about a comprehensive peace settle- 
ment. Immediate expectations have 
sometimes been exaggerated. The 
definitive real peace — I think we 
have made good progress on that 
already. The resolution of the 
Palestinian question still has not 
been decided. And the solution to the 
problem concerning borders and 
national security has also not been 
decided. 

"Obviously, tbe leaders In- Syria, 
even Jordan, certainly the FLO, 
have not recognized that Egypt Is 
speaking for them adequately. I 
think though that in Ms. speech to .the 
KggHMt and in his toUqwVE spresktQ. 
the., popple's Assembly . in . Jjjgypt 
President 'Sadat has evoked clearly; 
the basic Arab position that I have 
understood in my private conver- 
sations with President Assad from 
Syria and King Hussein of Jordan.

In the past, I think it is accurate to 
say that the Soviets have not played 
a constructive role in many in- 
stances because they had espoused 
almost completely tbe more ada- 
mant Arab position.

Q: Is the U.S. government taking

Agricultural school workers on strike

TEL AVTV. — More than 2,000 
employees of agricultural high 
schools will stage a one-day warning 
strike today to back de m an d s for 
higher pay and an incentive system. 

Ze'ev Alloa, secretary of the 
HLstadrut’s Agriculture Centre, said 
the. average salary of employees at 
agricultural boarding schools 
(including housemothers, 
agricultural instructors who are not 
1 licensed teachers, office help and 
maintenance workers) is H-3,100 a 
month. Workers with maximum 
seniority gross Just a little over IL4,- 
000 , he said. 

He added that tbe student bodies of 
agricultural high schools have 
grown by 25 per cent while the work 
force has decreased because of the 
•low pay. 

The workers are demanding an in- 
centtve system which would include 
measurement of production, setting 
of norms and premium payments for 
those who surpass these norms. "But 
they started measuring production 
in the hospitals in 3972 and still - 
haven't finished," Allan said. “So in 
the meantime we want a 10 per cent 
increment on- account of premiums 
while tbe Incentive plan Is being set 
up." 

A spokesman for the agricultural 
schools — which are run by various 
organizations os well as the Ministry 
of Education — said the workers’ 
demands were ’‘ridiculous." The 
salary figures are misleading, he 
said, because the' workers receive 
housing and food for thems elves 
their families "almost free.” 

He also added that the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission has appointed 
someone to look into the possibilities 
of an incentive plan. 

“The workers know that, but they 
still decided to strike and to send 


children home from school." 

Though the current strike is only 
tor today, the workers threaten- a 
protracted walkout starting 
December 13 if their demands are 
not met. 


Nablus mayor to

Tbe answer to that frequent ques- 
tion is now readily available to any 
Israeli who can read, claim two 
young lawyers who have established 
their own publishing firm, Ketubim 
of Jerusalem. 


Meeting with reporters, at Beit 
Agron In Jerusalem yesterday, Zvi 
Preisler and Zvi Cohen —the latter a 
recent Immigrant from Denmark — 
previewed the maiden copies of their 
new "Alphabetical and Thematic 
Subject Index to Israel Laws." The 
first volume, 197 pages, and tbe first 
monthly updating —14 pages — offer 
a simple guide to every law, or- 


dinance, emergency regulation or 
executive order issued in this coun- 
try from January I. 1850, through 
September 12 of this year. 

"An easy-to-use layman's guide io 
the law Is especially important for 
Israelis," Preisler said. "We are a 
rights -conscious people/ But our 
legal process is variegated: there 
are British, Turkish and other type 
of laws now part of our body of laws! 
We believe our index enables the 
average man with no legal training 
to find his way through the forest and 
locate the law he 1 s after." . 

Employing a thorough system of 
main entries and cross-references, 
the alphabetical index tells the 
reader where he can find tbe law in 
one or more of the four standard 
works used by the legal profession. 


These are the official “Laws and 
Ordinances of Israel," Gideon's 
“Compendium of Laws of the State 
of Israel," Wlnograd’s “Manual of 
Laws" and Frelsler's “Laws of Plan- 
ning And Building." 


Tbe entry "Electricity" In the in- 
dex has 23 listings, ranging from the 
requirement of a defence stamp on 
an electric bill, to licensing of elec- 
tricians, to a by-law permitting con- 
struction of a power station in Tel 
£viv. 

“We don’t believe lawyers will be 
put out of business by the publication' 
of our index," Cohen joked. "But it . 
certainly does not hurt the layman to 
know what the law is and how he 
can benefit from It — even If he’s not 
in trouble."

TEL AVTV. — One out of every four . 
Jewish adults in the Free World is a 
member of the Zionist Movement, ., 
according to a census taken in con- 
nection with the elections to the' 
forthcoming Zionist Congress. 

Avraham Schenker, head of the 
Organization and Information 
Department of the World Zionist 
Organization (WZO), told a news 
conference here yesterday that 
Israel's political situation and 
political events in same Diaspora 
countries may account for the 
movement's recent spurt of growth. 

Scbenker also said that election 
returns already received show a 
dear swing away from Labour to 
Herut. In Australia, for instance, 
Herat — which had no seats in t^e 
last Zionist Congress — received four 
mandates this time, with a drop in 
support for Labour and Mop am. 

In the U.S.. elections are being held 
up by two lawsuits filed by dis- 
satisfied parties. “We never dream- 
ed such matters would go before civil 
courts, and often before gentile 
judges.” Schenker said, adding that 
be expects to introduce an amend- 
ment to the by-laws which would for- 
bid the taking of such cases to civil 
courts. (There is a special Zionist 
court in the U.S., constituted to han- 


dle such cases.] - 

The congress, which will take 
place in Jerusalem from February 20 
to March 2, next year, will be attend- 
' ed by about 620 delegates . Some of 
these are not elected. For instance, 
Israel's 38 per cent of the delegates. 
■ are divided among the parties here 
proportionately, followin g th e' last 
Knesset election results. WlZO gets 
20 delegates under a special agree- 
ment with the WZO. Four worldwide 
bodies — the Reform Movement, the 
Conservative Movemeri&the World 
Macc&bi Union and the World 
Federation of Sephardic Jews — will 
get 25 delegates each by similar 
agreements. 

The congress' agenda will include 
several ideological discussions. For 
instance, what distinguishes a 
Zionist from someone who is pro- 
Israel? Does the Individual Zionist 
have an obligation to come on aliya 

or to give his children a Jewish 
education? Israel's political situation 
and the political role of Diaspora 
Zionists will also be discussed. 

"In view of the political changes 
we expect, we think the new chair- 
man should be elected on the second 
day of the congress and not at the 
end," Schenker said. “If we leave the 
election to the end, the whole con- 
gress will revolve around that. one 
issue." '

Postal rates 
go up today 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Higher postal and com- 
munications tariffs for Internal and 
overseas services go into effect to- 
day. 

The sharply higher rates resulted 
from the recent floating of the Israel 
pound -and its virtual devaluation by 
approximately 45 per cent. 

A local letter will now require a 75- 
agora stamp Instead of the previous 
65 ag. A post card, now 55 agorot, 
will cost 65. And registration of 
postal matter is increased from 
IL2.60 to HA. 

Local parcel post rates are also in- 
creased: a package weighing up to 8 
kg. will cost IL10, compared with 
IL9; one weighing from 5 to 10 kg., 
IL20 Instead of IL17.50; and 10 to 15 
kg., IL25 Instead of IL22. 

An airmail letter to the U.S. will 
require a IL6 stamp, up from IL3.80, 
and sending a letter to Britain will 
cost IL3JK) instead of IL2.50. 

Aerograms — now priced at IL2.40 
— go up to IL3.6Q. Local telegrams 
will rise from HUO (for tbe first 10 
words) to HAS. including 12 per cent 
VAT. 

As for overseas cables, the first 
seven words in a full-rate telegram 
to the U.S. will cost IL43.40. In- 
cluding VAT, with ILfl-20 for each ad- 
ditional word. This compares with, 
the present IL26.60 for the first seven 
words and IL3.80 for each additional 
word.

MISS PATTY BUM BUM IS NOT AMUSED 


JOHANNESBURG. — Security 
police yesterday arrested about 30 
black journalists holding a march 
protesting recent bannlngs and 
detentions. 

According to eyewitnesses, the 
marchers, mainly from the "Rand. 
Dally Mall." gathered at St. Mary's 
Cathedral In central Johannesburg 
and began marching towards police 
headquarters. 

They carried placards reading 
"Lift the Ban on UBJ" (Union of 
Black Journalists >, "Release or 
Charge Detainees" and “We De- 
mand Release of Joe Thloloe." 

Thloloe is the former president of 
the UBJ. which was banned in last 
month's sweeping government 
crackdown on antl-apartheld 
organizations. 

Three police cars and a van In- 
tercepted the marchers about a 
kilometre from police headquarters 
at John Vorster Square. Eyewitnesses 
said the placards were torn 
from their hands oy police who then 
bundled the marchers into the 
vehicles and drove them to John 
Vorster Square. 

A white photographer taking pic- 
tures was also arrested, the 
eyewitnesses said. 


Leading dissident 
leaves USSR 

MOSCOW (API. — Pyotr 
Grigorenko. a former Red Army 
major general who became a central 
figure in the dissident movement, 
left Moscow for New York yesterday 
vowing he would return In six 
months. 

He said he was going to see his 
emigree stepson Andrei In Long 
Island City, New York, and to have a 
prostate operation. 

The departure of the 70-year-old 
Grigorenko Is a blow to the Soviet 
dissident movement, which has been 
depleted by arrests. The general is 
considered the most influential ac- 
tivist after physicist Andrei 
Sakharov. 

His wife Zinaida, herself an out- 
spoken liberal, and stepson Oleg ac- 
companied him. 

Grigorenko had a distinguished 
military career, serving In World 
War II and then heading the 
cybernetics department of the 
prestigious Frunze Military 
Academy until he was broken in 
rank and sent to the Chinese border 
after writing attacks on the policy of 
Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev. 

In 1964 he was arrested by the 
KGB security police and confined for 
14 months In the Serbsky Psychiatric 
Institute with a diagnosis of “tem- 
porary insanity." 

In 1969. when the Czech liberaliza- 
tion was stopped as the result of a 
Soviet invasion, Grigorenko joined 
protests (n Moscow and was return- 
ed to Serbsky Institute for alleged 
“paranoid development of the per- 
sonality with the presence of refor- 
mist ideas." 

He was incarcerated there and In 
Kazan until 1974. 


Brig. J. Engelbrecht, head of the 
Johannesburg Criminal Investiga- 
tion Department, said the jour- 
nalists, who Included four women, 
were being held at central police 
headquarters on charges under the 
Riotous Assemblies Act. 

They are scheduled to appear in 
magistrate's court today, he said. 

In Pretoria yesterday, a security 
police telex message read at the in- 
quest into the death of black activist 
Steve Blko said an Injury had been 
"Inflicted" on him. 

Sydney Kentrldge, counsel for the 
Biko family, read the telex from 
Colonel Pieter Goosens in Port 
Elizabeth to security police chief 
Brig. C.F. Zi eta man in Pretoria. 

Goosens testified that the word 
“inflicted" had been used to indicate 
that Blko had possibly been injured 
on September 7 during a scuffle with 
his interrogators. He said the telex 
included a “play on words." 

In earlier testimony, Goosens 
denied sending any telexes. When 
questioned by Kentrldge on this con- 
tradiction. Goosens explained he 
could not recall If Information on 
Biko’s injury had been conveyed by 
telex or telephone message. 


U.S. to pay 
more for delayed 
Trident N-subs 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Delivery of the new Trident missile 
submarine, key to the U.S. Navy's 
future nuclear deterrent force, will 
be delayed by a year and the coat 
will be 50 per cent higher than 
original estimates, the navy said. 

Officers In charge of the Trident 
programme told reporters the total 
cost of the programme, including 13 
submarines and their missiles, 
research, development and con- 
struction of a new base, was now es- 
timated at $22. 2b. 

The cost of producing the first Tri- 
dent rose from $400 m. to nearly 
ll-2b., the officers. Rear Admirals 
Albert Kelin and Donald Hall, said 
an Tuesday. 

They said the first Trident, which 
carries 24 missiles with ranges of 
about 7,200 kilometres, probably 
would not be delivered before April 
1980, a year later than scheduled. 
Explaining the delay, Admiral Hall 
said: “The contractor is having dif- 
ficulty In getting together the 
material, men and tools in one spot 
to do the job." 


BLAST. — Sweden's Uppsala 
Seismologlcal Institute yesterday 
recorded a powerful underground 
nuclear explosion In the 
Semlpalitinsk area of Siberia. It had 
a magnitude equivalent to 6.9 on 
the open-ended Richter Scale, mak- 
ing It one of the strongest Soviet 
nuclear testa recorded for some 
time. 


ROME i Reuter >. — Italy's strip girls are threatening 
strike action because of sensational new competition — 
television striptease by volunteer housewives with 
viewer participation. 

"We can’t go on a go-slow or a work-to-ruie" said a 
strippers' leader, who performs under the name of Patty 
Bum Bum, "so a strike might be tbe only answer. 

"Make no mistake, we will fight these amateur 
blacklegs to safeguard the profession of stripping,” she 
declared. 

The row started on Friday when Tele Turin Inter- 
nationa!. one of dozens of private stations operating In 
northern Italy, broadcast a late evening show called, 
“Let's Strip Together." 

There in the altogether was a shapely, dark-haired 
housewife. She peeled off an item of clothing every time a 
male telephone caller gave the right answer to questions 
ranging from politics to sport. 

A correct answer from a female viewer meant the 
housewife, her face masked, bad to put on a piece of 
clothing. Any viewer identifying her stood to win a 


special prize. 

"I almost choked on my supper," one viewer said. “I 
couldn't believe it." 

The station, which has been on the air for 10 months and 
claims a regular audience of 800,000 in Turin province, 
has been showing Friday night striptease for nearly a 
year. Until last week it used professional strippers. 

"But we started getting requests from housewives 
watching who said they wanted to take part,” said station 
spokesman Tizfano Armoz. “We believe In viewer par- 
ticipation and so we let one of them have a go. 

“It was a great success. We plan to carry on with the 
housewives." 

Not all viewers agree. 

One woman caller, instead of answering the question, 
screamed: "You're a bunch of sexist pigs." 

Last week's housewife, who was presented with a fur 
coat for her efforts, took 65 minutes to bare everything. 

"It was great entertainment," said Armoz. But Mias 
Bum Bum said she wants the Issue “brought out Into the 
open." 


Three women die 
in British fires; 
strike continues 

LONDON (UFI). — Three women 
died in separate fires across Britain 
early yesterday and five 
firefighters, including two senior fire 
officers, were injured in another 
blaze. 

News of the fire victims came as 
Prime Minister James Callaghan 
was meeting with the firemen’s 
leaders to discuss their position In 
tbe nationwide strike by Britain's 
35,000 firefighters. 

The fire officers are under In- 
creasing pressure from tbe strikers 
to give them more support. Leaders 
of the Firefighters Union also are 
seeking support from the Trades 
Union Congress iTUC) In their bid 
for a 30 per cent pay rise. 

Yesterday’s victims were in 
Manchester. Penzance in southwest 
England, and Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
in the northwest. The deaths raised 
the fire death toll since the strike 
began to 35. 

The five firefighters injured were 
fighting a blaze early In the morning 
in a school near Newton Abbot, 
Devon. 


‘Gang of Four’ not to 
blame for noisy fan 

PEKING (Reuter). — A Shanghai 
restaurant was told yesterday that 
its failure to fix a noisy kitchen fan 
that has plagued neighbours for 10 
years could not be blamed on tbe ex- 
tremist "Gang of Four." 

“The People's Daily," official 
organ of the Communist Party, said 
excuses put forward by the 
restaurant's revolutionary com- 
mittee, Including “interference and 
sabotage" by the Gang of Four, 
showed indifference to the masses. 

The paper told the restaurant it 
wanted the problem put right im- 
mediately.

NEW YORK (AP>. - Dockworkers 
in most porta along the East and Gulf 
coasts went back to work on Tuesday 
night, -signalling an end to their 59- 
day strike against container -ship- 
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Australia rejects demand to 
return Viet boat-hijackers 


SYDNEY (Reuter). — Australia 
yesterday rejected a Hanoi demand 
for the return of all 181 people. In- 
cluding 157 refugees, aboard a Viet- 
namese trawler hijacked from near 
Ho Chi Minh City (formerly Saigon) 
to Darwin. 

Foreign Affairs Minister Andrew 
■Peacock said In Sydney that 
Australia would not force anyone 
who arrived In the 120-ton steel- 
hulled prawn trawler Song Be 12 on 
Tuesday to go back to Vietnam. 

“Those who wish to remain in 
Australia will be allowed to remain 
in Australia," he told reporters. 
“Those who wish to return to Viet- 
nam will be able to return to Viet- 
nam.” 

Vietnam's demand for the return 
of the refugees, who were described 
as "pirates," as well as 21 crew 
members and three Communist 
military guards, overpowered when 
the vessel was seized two and a half 
weeks ago, waa formally handed to 
Foreign Ministry officials in 
Canberra by Vietnam’s charge d'af- 


faires, Phan Ke Dinb. 

The Song Be 12 arrived at a 
delicate time for the government. 
Australians vote on December 10 in a 
general election in which the govern- 
ment and Labour opposition parties 
are neck-and-neck, according to the 
latest opinion polls. 

There is growing pressure on the 
government to send the entire 
shipload back to Vietnam and to stop 
all future refugees arriving from 
Southeast Asia by boat. 

But Peacock made plain that the 
government was not about to run 
away from a diplomatic confronta- 
tion with Hanoi over the issue. 

“Our view has always been that if 
there are genuine refugees — people 
who flee political persecution — 
then, as signatories of international 
refugee conventions we've got to live 
up to the spirit and intent of 
those," Peacock said. 

He added that the trawler would be 
returned once Australia was 
satisfied about Its ownership. 


British amnesty for illegal 
Commonwealth immigrants 


LONDON (AP). — The British 
Government has announced an, 
amnesty for immigrants from Com-' 
monwealth countries and Pakistan 
who entered Britain before 1973 by 
deceiving immigration officials. 

Home Secretary Marlyn Rees told 
tbe House of Commons on Tuesday 
the government has decided not to 
use retrospective legal powers to 
deport them. It possesses those 
powers under the immigration act 
which came into force on January 1. 
1973. 

A similar amnesty was announced 
In 1974 for immigrants who entered 
Britain illegally before 1973 simply 
by avoiding immigration control 
points. Some were smuggled over 
the English Channel after travelling 
to continental European countries. 

The humanitarian aim of both 
amnesties is to prevent people who 
-have been settled in 'Britain for 
^gqafe^from l WfeM> 


ed with threats of being reported to 
the police and deported. The new 
amnesty covers people who entered 
Britain by such means as forged or 
fraudulently obtained passports. 

Exact figures are not known, but 
-the numbers of such people are 
believed to run into several 
thousands. Rackets Involving 
passport forgeries have been 
reported in several foreign coun- 
tries. 

The immigrants involved In the 
new amnesty now will be able to stay 
legally in Britain provided they get 
in touch with immigration 
authorities before the end of next 
year, Rees said. 

He said the decision was aimed at 
.putting them on an equal footing 
with the other Immigrants In- 
volved in the earlier amnesty. He 
also said- that originally it was

The new amnesty does not apply to 
anyone who entered Britain by 
deceiving tbe immigration officials 
on or after January .1, 1973.

— Maj.-Gen. George Patton Jr., son 
of the famous American World War 
H commander, has become deputy 
commanding general of the U.S. 
VTI Corps, It was announced here i 
Wednesday. The VII Corps is head- 
quartered in Stuttgart and controls 
U.S. forces in the southern German 
states of Bavaria and B&den- 
Wuerttemberg. Patton's father, 
Gen. George S. Patton Sr., com- 
manded the U.S. Seventh Army dur- 
ing the final assault on Nazi Ger- 
many In World War H and was fatal- 
ly injured In December 1945 in a traf- 
fic accident near Mannheim.

— Five members 
of an extremist Moslem sect were 
yesterday sentenced to death after, a 
military tribunal convicted them of 
involvement In the kidnapping and 
killin g of a former cabinet minister 
last July. 

The five were among 54 people ac- 
cused of kidnapping and Killing 
former Religious Endowments 
Minister Mohammed Hussein 
Zahabi and of communicating with 
Libya to the detriment of Egypt's 
security. 

All 54 were members of Ai Takflr 
WaJ Hijira — the society for repen- 
tance and flight from sin — which 
was founded In upper Egypt in 1966 
and has bombarded President 
Anwar Sadat with appeals to restore 
“Islamic purity" in file country. 

They all pleaded not guilty to the 
charges against them when their 
trial opened on August 23.

There has been, however, a 60 per 
cent buildup of world cereal reserves 
since 1974, FAO said. 

"The high level of stocks In part 
reflects the inability of both coun- 
tries and Individuals to purchase 
adequate supplies of food, FAO said. 

FAO delegates said that since the

It 
was virtually a hasher minestrone, 
made with fresh vegetables, dried 
beans with little pieces of smoked 
goose breast, and flavoured with dill, 
parsley, fresh coriander, garlic and 
olive oil. Proving that chicken, a 
staple part of our local diet, can be 
dressed up in almost any form, given 
a little imagination, the Tadmor *s 
chefs presented their "Cuisse de 
Volatile Mis h mar Hashivaa" — a 
casserole of chicken legs accom- 
panied by stuffed olives, pecans, 
dates, mushrooms, doves, red wine 
and brandy, combining sweet and 
sour flavours and a variety of tex- 
tures.

Fighting hard for 
the environment

ISRAELIS have been too busy and 
preoccupied with matters of life and 
death to pay much attention to the 
aesthetics of their living environ- 
ment — and it shows on sidewalls*, 
apartment building facades and the 
landscape, says Yitzhak Uvni, presi- 
dent of the Council for a Beautiful 
Israel. 

Too many of the country's towns 
and cities, says Uvni . (who, in his 
non-vohmtary capacity, is director- 
general of the Israel Broadcasting 
Authority), had to be built almost 
overnight with little coordination or 
planning. Just 70 years after Tel 
Avfv was nothing but sand, the city 
has become known far Its peeling 
face of paint, cracked stucco, 
narrow and congested streets and 
gaudy signs. 

The neglect, explains Livni, It due 
in part to the large immigrant pop- 
ulatlon who may have come from 
poverty areas, where consciousness 
of one's environment was not well 
developed. The requirement that all 
flat owners in a cooperative building 
approve expenditures often makes it 
difficult to proceed with repainting 
and gardening. The aesthetics of 
many rental apartments is Just as 
bad, he maintains, because owners 
of rent-controlled fiats who collect 
low monthly payments from tenants 
are not likely to pay for home Im- 
provement voluntarily. 

Owners of buildings in central 
looations tend to negleot their 
property; they dream of the day 
when their tenants will leave on their 
own initiative and a developer will 
fork over huge sums to buy the site 
for conversion into a bank, hotel or 
parking lot. 

Visitors from Western countries 
are often turned off by the lack of 
aesthetics in much of the local 
landscape. “It certainly does not en- 
courage their allya," Uvni odds dri- 
ly. 

The council was established about 
five years ago by Aura Herzog (now 
international chairman of the 
organization, she works with friends 
of the council In New York, where 
her husband Chaim, Israel's am- 
bassador to the UN, la posted) . Sup- 
ported mainly by individual con- 
tributors with some ffaawrfai help 
from government, the council must 
depend largely on volunteers for 
help.

I suggest that the best way to 
change the looks of Israel Is through 
government incentives. When Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter offered tax 
benefits to Americans who iwfair 
energy-saving insulation in their 
homes, property owners bought so 
much of the material that there is a 
few months' delay in obtaining it.

By WALTER FRANEL 
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appeared la 1907 and promoted a 
new kind of creativity. It stressed 
that flower decorations could be 
designed to reflect and heighten the 
quality of a room. But it was only 
after World War H that interest In 
these - ideas blossomed Into flower 
axrxngemeat clahs.aa d societies. 

Before the founding of the State of 
Israel, flower arrangements as such 
were almost non-existent in 
Palestine. It was sufficient, in order 
to celebrate a birthday or to honour a 
distinguished guest or. lecturer, to 
display in a suitable container a 
dozen roses,. callas or gladioli. Later 
a frtwd of routine flower-mixing was 
practised: .white and red carnations 
with asparagus branches or other 
. everg r e ens, blue .irises with yellow 
c ale ndulas dr mixed colours of roses. 

Nowadays flowers are not simply 
put into water — they are arranged. 
This is not easy. It Is a veritable art. 
expressing individual taste and style 
and on understanding' of colour con- 
trasts. 

The increasing popularity of 
flower arranging has been reflected 
in vases, whose shapes have been 
modernized. Pin-holders (spikes) 
.are used to keep flower stems in 
position. A more recent medium on 
the market for this are water-soaked 
synthetic cubes of a sponge-like 
material called oasis. Flower 
arrangers work with branch ea, dry 
stems and naturally, shaped stones. 

One of the best flower arrangers in 
Israel. Yerah. Perlman, (now with 
Katz Flowers hi Tel Aviv) , uses the 
}rrx upa container of a tamarind! seller 
*or old scales as a base for Ms exln- 
» bits. Others use old candelabras, 
wheels, a tailor's goose or what have 
you. 

The Japanese are justly known for 
their art in flower arranging, called 
ikebana. - • ... - 

In Japanese flower arrangement, 
branches or flowers are carefully 
trimmed. All bruised, or torn flowers 
or leaves must be cut away. 
Branches that cross should be 
removed or bent away from other 
branches. The beginner is often 
afraid to trim branches, but, with 
constant practice, fbeeye becomes 
accustomed to the correct lines. 

The principle of Japanese flower 
arrangement lies In a three-

dimensional construction. The most 
popular moribana style (arrange- 
ment in flat containers) refers to the 
tallest stem of a flower — called 
shin (heaven), the medium sized 
one called soe (man) and the 
lowest one — called hikae (earth). 
These are the three main symbols. 
Tou may arrange several tall (skin) 
.flowers, several of medium height 
(soe) and several low ones (hikae). 
They may all be of the same kind — 
for instance roses or tulips, or they 
may be of different kinds. All must 
be fortified by green or wooden 
branches, pine cones or natural 
stones all subject to you r personal 
choice, your creation. There te also a 
style for small vases or high narrow 
containers called nageire. (And 
there are other schools of ikebana.) 

FLOWER arrangements can bring 
cheer to an area where we live or 
work. They set a mood for almost 
any location. By freeing your own 
imagination, you can devise

related institutions dealing with 
regional development. It was the 
new multi-recreation and service 
centre for the southern Arava and 
Eilat. It Is literally drawing 
thousands of people daily. 

One of the primary aims of the 
centre is to provfde services to 
motorists, vacationers and the many 
youth groups going to and from Eilat 
and points north and south. For this 
there is a large reataurant-and-gas 
station, owned and run by Kibbutz 
Yotvata. 

Adjacent to this is the Jewish 
National Fund's outdoor physical 
recreation park and picnic grounds 
in a 10-dunam date orchard. Beneath 
the ahade of the date palms, planted 
20 years ago by the kibbutz, the JNF 
has placed 20 picnic tables, installed 
drinking water facilities and built a 
physical culture obstacle course of 
log and beam structures. It te visited 
by more people than any other 
course of its kind in the country, for 
several reasons. One, it is a striking 
and unexpected attraction for a 
desert setting. Practically all of the 
transient motorists from truckers to 
tourists who stop to gas up and eat 
spend time at the park before driv- 
ing on. 

The park, completed last August, 
was designed lor a capacity of 600 
people. Ze'ev Tempkin, director of 
Tourism and Landscape Conserva- 
tion for the Eilat Regional Council 
said that the present success of the 
park and public service facilities has 
far exceeded the expectations of the 
planners, and of the Joint board of 
directors: the JNF. the Nature 
Preserve Authority, the EHdt 
Regional Council and represen- 
tatives of Kibbutz Yotvata. 

PHASE II of" the JNF park, to be 
completed next year, will be a cam- 
ping zone with outdoor cooking 
facilities. For the more distant 
future. Kibbutz Yotvata is tentative- 
lv considering the possibility of run- 
ning a guest house or hostel. 

Another component of the 
recreational complex Is the "Hai- 
Bar" National Biblical Wildlife 
Reserve, where herds of wild 
animals indigenous to the area in 
Biblical times — some on the 
threshold of extinction — have been 
re-introduced. Wandering free in 
their natural habitat over the 
reserve's 32,000 dunams are scores 
of animals including, among ot hers , 
Somali and Asiatic wild asses, oryx, 
addax. Nubian ibex, ostriches and 
gazelles. 


The reserve, just to the south of the 
service, is entered by-car.- after the r | 
•■l pti&ehaseiofadmisstau.tioketara- them! 
"Hel-Bax" reserve Is- run. on the:'j 
basis of volunteer contrfbutloiurfrom | 
nature lovers In Israel and abroad. 
An unpaved circular road takes the 
visitor into the habitat of these 
beautiful animals who are watered, 
fed and kept like cherished pets in an 
extensive desert garden. 

Also planned for the recreation- 
service area is an Information centre 
for visitors, which will offer short In- 
troductory lectures on the wildlife 
reserve. At the same centre, which Is 
presently being completed opposite 
the offices of the regional council 
building, information will be 
supplied on the history of the Arava 
and on modern development and 
settlement in the region. 

A JNF "Plant- a Tree-With-Y our- 
Own Hands" centre — very popular 
with tourists elsewhere — will also 
be set up on a nearby 400-dunam 
tract. 

To top off the development 
scheme, another attraction (coming 
next year) will be a botanical gar- 
den for desert plants. It will be set up 
under the auspices and direction of 
the Faculty of Botany of Tel Aviv 
University, the Jewish National 
Fund and the Eilat Regional Council. 

Beyond providing services to tran- 
sient motorists, campers and 
tourists, this multi-purpose recrea- 
tion and service centre Is also 
providing the population of the 
southern Arava settlements with an 
alternative .to the attractions of 
Eilat, and making the once desolate 
reaches of the desert more attrac- 
tive to the visitor from the north.

The 
potted palm tree, the aspidistra and 
the rubber tree of our grandparents’ 
and parents' day have an been in and 
out of fashion. For years the 
traditional geranium, the stiff snake 
plant (sansevieria) and the ivy stood 
on the window sill, but have made 
room for the much more popular 
African violet in our time: Keeping 
plants Indoors then Is not new. What 
te new Is the growing tendency to 
arrange these plants not as a conser- 
vatory collection or in a neat 
window-sill row, but as a true gar- 
den, planned as carefully for good 
proportions and interesting contrast 
and attractive colour as the outdoor 
garden.

The Right Colours 

will Improve the Appearance of Your House 

The rapid development of modern cities has brought with it ecologicalproblemssuchas 
overcrowding, noise, pollution of the air with dirt and smoke from vehicle exhausts, and 
accelerated deterioration of buildings. 

These factors have transformed the cities into pressure cookers in wWch U^ isd^ 
fieult The square appearance of the buildings, their greyness and enormity tend Jo 
eclipse the human element. This engenders apathy and even hostility towards the en- 
vironment. as soon as one emerges from the four walls of one s own home. 

There is a need to encourage a more positive attitude on tiw part of city * 
strengthen their connection with their road, district and city — b t ° L 

transformation of the city, now seen as an alien conglomeration of buildings — to en- 
courage an attitude of "this is the street where I live." 

Greenery, open spaces, cleanliness and order will Improve the quality 

dweller's attitude to his street. There is also great importance in tempering the greyness 

of the asphalt, concrete and plaster covering vast areas of our cities. 

Grey induces apathy and boredom — it is difficult to relate to something grey. The 
presence of many different colours (in addition to green) will improve the appearance or 
the streets and.' aa a consequence, the attitude of people to their street. The first signs of 
an awareness and readiness to improve the face of our cities and streets can ^ seen m 
the joint efforts of the tenants of buildings to brighten the extenor of their houses, and to 
dispel the neglected look that has characterized our apartment blocks, and thus whole 
districts. 

However the renewing of the facade with grey plaster is not enough. An investment aim- 
ed at improving the outside of a building, without introducing some colour into the fron- 
tage. means that, for years to come, indifferent grey will persist where there could have 
been welcome colours. 

Deciding on the colours to paint a large building necessitates a wide knowledge of the 
characteristics of the colours. Personal taste is not sufficient here. The principles 
guiding a housewife with good taste in the interior design'of her flat are not applicable in 
selecting the colours for exterior areas. It must be remembered that the sun shines 
throughout the year in Israel; this has considerable influence on the way the eye sees any 
given colour, and also on the temperature In a house painted in a particular colour. Large 
areas painted in light colours have an improved appearance to sunlight, and these 
colours also reflect most of the energy which would otherwise heat the walls. On the other 
hand, small details (small in relation to the size of the building) such as balcony railmgs, 
window frames, guttering, concrete belts, etc., will not be seen if they are not picked out 
in a strong colour.

On th«> -nihft* '.hn^. wQ-rtn r»#»Tnr i n rrr 
browns, oranges, yellows — • seem to .be closer to the eye, and we therefore paint projec- 
tions in these coibhrs. The*same effect can be achieved by a play of light and dark tints. 
We paint a recessed detail darker, and a raised detail lighter, and thus emphasize the 
play of light and shade. Full account must be taken of the architecture of a house — the 
lines of file building must be preserved: painting a wall and a balcony roof the same 
colour will give the appearance of a flat area where there are really three dimensions. 
Emphasis of architectural details makes a building more "understandable" — sup- 
pressing these details has the opposite effect, and may even make ft difficult for people to 
find their way around. 

Sometimes, however, the suppression of some details is called for, since emphasizing 
them would only detract from the appearance of the building; for example, the founda- 
tion pillars seen In many buildings. Emphasizing the pillars with a strong colour 
produces an effect of "a building on legs’ ' — not a flattering appearance. De-emphasizing 
the pillars will encourage the eye to concentrate on the garden or the pleasant facade. 

In fixing the colours, the proportions of the building must also be taken into account. If 
the building is unusually tall and narrow, emphasis of the width and de-emphasis of the 
height can be accomplished by appropriate use of colours, and an appearance of better 
proportions obtained. The reverse is also obtainable, a low building can be made to look 
taller than it is. - 

One should also take the surroundings into account when choosing colours. Sometimes it 
is important to blend In with landscape as, for example, on the beach, while in other cases 
it is important to create a contrast. 

It is also important that a street or neighbourhood be colour-coordinated so that the 
"whole" gives a more pleasant, more human feeling. Care should be taken not to produce 
unharmonious contrasts. 

Different combinations of colours have psychological influence on the feelings and reac- 
tions of human beings. There are those that cause excitement and others that produce a 
sense of calm, comfort, respect and so forth. A noisy colour combination will suit com- 
mercial areas or places of entertainment. Private homes require more relaxing colours 
which complement a person's sense of "homeliness" when he returns from the noise and 
tumult of the factory and city at the end of the day. 

If every citizen would join the effort to create a unified looking city, neighbourhood and 
street, and every person would do the utmost to improve the appearance of his home, 
there is a chance that within a few years our streets, instead of neglect, will show en- 
vironmental beauty and life. 

House committees deciding to make 'external improvements in thetr apartment buildings 
should obtain professional advice and guidance.

The opposition made a great rum- 
pus yesterday when Its two private 
bills providing a statutory minimum 

wage in the economy were voted 
down by the coalition 38 against 23. 
despite the fact that such legislation 
was a major plank in the Likud's 
election propaganda. 

The opposition was also angered 
because the Minister for Labour and 
■ Social Betterment, Israel Katz, an- 
nounced he would soon table a 
government bill about a statutory 
m inimum wage. They said he could 
Itove been gracious enough to have 
their bills moved to committee In the 
meantime. 

Deputy Speaker Pinbaa Scfaein- 
man bad to call for order and thump 
his gavel time after time as he called 
on Alignment MKs to restrain 
themselves. He was sorely tried by 
Meir Pa’ll (Shell!) who shouted that 
‘the Likud was betraying its voters in 
a cynical manner. 

Kat*. who replied to the bills’ spon- 
sors, said they were over- 
simplifying. They would have 
negative economic and social 
effects. They would cause wage 
spirals and general labour instabili- 
ty, he charged. 

The Minister admitted that the 
minimum wage in the economy to- 
day had fallen from 45 per cent of the 
average wage three years ago to a 
mere 32 per cent today. However, he 
claimed that only 10 , 000 - 12.000 
employees who were the sole 
breadwinners of the family were 
reduced to such a minimum wage. 

The bills both called for the 
statutory minimum wage to be fixed 
at at least 60 per cent of the average 
wage. 


One of the bills was co-sponsored 
by Shoshana Arbeli, Jacques Amir 
and Chaika Grossman (all 
Alignment): the other was spon- 
sored by Heir Wilner (DFPEj. 

Arbeli, who spoke on the first bill, 
said many thousands who were paid 
the constantly falling minimum 
wage were on a lower income than 
that of welfare recipients.

In the Eighth Knebset, Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich, then a . 
Likud-opposition bencher, twice sub- 
mitted private member's bills to 
raise the ceUlng of the price of flats 
that would be exempt from property 
tax and grant reductions to property 
owners in development areas. The 
House did not get to deal with them 
before Its term expired. 

Yesterday, Jacques Amir 
(Alignment-Labour) reminded the 
House of the above when he 
presented a bill of his own that, he 
said, was in the spirit of Ehrlich’s 
bills. 

In order to attract “the right kind 
of people" to development areas, 
Amir said — as he said Ehrlich had 
said long before him — the reduc- 
tions and exemptions had to be 
brought into line with the new in- 
flationary prices. Accordingly, the 
exemption ceiling for people owning 
one flat should be raised to 
IL400.000; and property owners In 
development areas classed as “A- 
plus” or “A" should enjoy a 50 per 
cent reduction and those in "B” 
areas a 25 per cent reduction. 

' Deputy Finance Minister Yehezkel 
Flomln, who replied, said that 
Amir's proposal would only “create 
further distortions" and not attract 
more people to development areas. 

In any case, the government intend- 


ed to raise the exemption ceiling. to 
“about TLi300,000," and, further- 
more, about 85 per cent of flat 
owners were already exempt. 

After Flomln recommended that 
the House reject Amir's bill, the 
latter exercised his right of rejoinder 
and accused the government of 
reneging on its promises to the elec- 
torate in general, and especially of 
“insulting the people who voted for 
you." 

Nonetheless, the coalition voted 
Amir's bill down.

The opposition caught the coalition 
with its pants down and its benches 
unmanned when It defeated a coali- 
tion motion about government 
guarantees for deposits in 'Bank 
Tefahot saving schemes, once the 
bank was sold to private Investors. 

Housing Minister Gideon Patt said 
that depositors* moneys were quite 
safe, whoever owned Bank Tefahot, 
since the moneys were either wholly 
covered by the Ministry or were in 
Treasury bonds to the tune of 88 per 
cent at least. However, be wanted 
the motion to go to the Finance Com- 
mittee which was already discussing 
the Bank Tefahot question. 

Gustav Badlan (Likud) said In his 
motion tha( the small saver had the 
same right to tranquillity about bis 
deposits after the bank was sold, that 
he had before, when it was a state 
bank. 

Not enough coalition men were 
found to enter the chamber and sup- 
port Badian or the Housing ACnister.

TEL AVIV. — This country’s 
managers axe ‘'Buffering from 
hardening of the mental arteries," 
Ariel Amfad. head -of the Israel 
Management Centre (and managing 
director of the Electric Corporation) , 
said yesterday, on the eve of today’s 
annual meeting of the organization- 
The guests of honour will be Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich, and Deputy 
‘ Finance Minister Yehezkel Flomln. 

Ami ad said that the “managers 
arc reluctant to take decisions quick- 
ly. They surround themselves with 
advisers." The IMC was doing 
everything to build the executives, 
into a lively and dynamic group, who 
could face, and solve, problems 


swiftly and successfully. 

Specifically, he thought the coun- 
try’s managers had not yet faced up 
to the problems arising from our 
agreement with the Common 
Market.

Katz to resist changes in 
the Employment Services Law

Minister of Labour and Social Af-~ 
fairs Y Israel Katz yesterday pledged 
to fight efforts aimed at amending 
the Employment Service Law. 

According to placement officials 
at the Ministry, the requirement In 
-the law for an employer to hire 
workers only through a labour ex- 
change >»«« come under fire since the 
new Government took over. The 
reasoning Is that a free labour 
market would he preferable to a con- 
trolled, welfare-state type of 
arrangement now on the lawbooks. 

However, at a meeting with bis 
senior labour aides, Dr. Katz said, 
“Tbe obligation of both employers 
sad employees to apply first to a 
labour exchange must not be chang- 
ed. And I shall do my best to 


preserve that obligation." 

According to Katz, the registration 
requirement permits proper regula- 
tion of manpower allocation. It aides 
in boosting worker mobility, and 
gives manpower planners a better 
opportunity to size up tbe job market 
and plan for vocational training and 
re-training schemes. 

“With immigration a fundamental 
part of our existence." Katz said, 
"orderliness in finding and offering 
jobs is very important. No change 
should be made in the law, to weaken 
that vital requirement." 

Under the law, professionals and 
highly skilled persons may be hired 
without resort to a labour exchange. 
If a non- skilled worker applies to a 
place of work, the employer can hire 
him but only after the applicant 
brings an authorization from the 
local labour exchange.

TEL AVIV. — Tnuva, the 
Histadrut's agricultural produce 
marketing body. Is planning to In- 
vest lL25Dxn. In expansion this year, 
compared to ILl40m. last year. 
Tnuva’s fiscal year coincides with 
the Hebrew calendar year and runs 
from October 1 to September 80. 

Managing director Yitzhak 
Landesman told participants of the 
^opening session of Tnuva 'a 21st con- 
vention at Kibbutz Shefayim that 70 
per cent of the IL250m. in in- 
vestments will go far the production 
of milk and its by-products. Other in- 
vestments planned are; about 
IL80m. for the construction of three 


or four new hypermarkets in the 
wake of the success of the ex- 
perimental market built In Rlshon 
Lesion. 

Of the IL250m. earmarked for 
dairy products, ILaom' will be in- 
vested In a new dairy in RehovoL 
Another IL15m. will be Invested In 
the Rehovot dairy to produce long- 
life aseptic milk, which can be stored 
for weeks without refrigeration. 
About IL20m. will be used to expand 
the Jerusalem dairy; IL25m. will be 
Invested at the Tel Yosef dairy for a 
new production line of hard cheeses. 

Tnuva will also buy a new fleet of 
refrigerated trucks. 

The convention's 1,154 delegates 
are also celebrating Tnuva's 50th an- 
niversary. 


‘Holiday-class’ to fight fare-cutting 


Jerusalem Fast Correspondent 
PARIS. — Mordecbai Ben-Ari, presi- 
dent of El Al, appealed to world air 
carriers here yesterday to back his 
campaign for a "holiday-class" on 
transatlantic flights in order to fight 
fare-cutting. 

Ben-Ari said in an interview in “Le 
tha^^.e.‘‘sky-trajn“.sem^c^ 
between London and New York 
operated by Britain's Laker Airways 
had been developed from his idea, 
but was uneconomical for the major 
airlines. 

The El Al president argued that 
the solution was a “holiday-class” 
with reduced in-flight service, no 


meals and ten-abreast seating in- 
stead of nine aboard Boeing 747 Jum- 
bos. 

Ben-Ari added: “Holiday-class 
would permit reduced but profitable 
fares. -Those which are being in-

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Talking substance in Cairo 


CONTRARY to expectations, the Israel delegation to the Cairo 
talks will in fact he competent, bo we now leant, to discuss 
| matters of substance and not of procedure alone. 

This is good new a, of course. President Sadat's entire purpose 
in launching his hurricane diplomacy had been to slash the Gor- 
dian knot of technicality In which peace prospects seemed to be 
hopelessly caught. By pledging his full cooperation In this effort, 
Premier Begin reaffirmed this country's long-standing commit- 
ment to a just and lasting peace. So much Is clear enough. 

What remains unclear la the kind of substance Dr. Ben 
Bliss ar and Dr. Rosenne will be Instructed to offer their Egyp- 
tian counterparts; and the extent of their authority to engage in 
any give-and-take, which la but negotiation by another name. 

As reported by The Jerusalem Post yesterday, the Israel 
delegation will be carrying in their briefcases not only the 
Dayan- Vance "working paper" on resumption of the Geneva 
conference, but also a draft peace treaty, which had in fact 
already been communicated to the Arab governments via 
Washington last summer. 

There are two obvious difficulties that need to be faced about 
the proposed treaty. 

The first Is that, at this stage, In Cairo, It would be serving as a 
basis for discussions between Israel and Egypt alone — for the 
simple reason that no other neighbouring state will be attending 
the parley. 

The other difficulty has to do with the draft Itself, which is 
said to be long and specific on the definition of peace, a matter 
of paramount Importance for Israel, but rather short and vague 
on the territories (and their inhabitants), the issue that is 
closest to Arab hearts. 

Egypt’s solitude at the talks was, of course, more-or-leaa fore- 
seen. Syria's (and therefore Lebanon's) boycott was surely an- 
ticipated, and although Jordan's attendance would have been 
welcome, the meeting does not depend on it. Thus it need not 
prevent Egypt from acting aa a spokesman for all the "confron- 
tation" states — Indeed, it makes It Imperative for her to 
assume that role. 

This means that, in putting forward the traditional Arab de- 
mand for evacuation of all the areas occupied In the 1967 Six 
Day War, the Egyptians will call out for Israel counter- 
proposals on all these areas. This Invitation surely will not be 
declined. Whether the opening gambit will be such as to start a 
real game of diplomatic chess or lead straight on to stalemate, 
we must wait and see. 

Publicly, the leaders of both countries have taken ulttmative 
positions: Mr. Sadat on all the territories, and Mr. Begin on the 
West Bank, which is admittedly the nub of the territorial 
problem. A compromise will be hard to reach under the best of 
circumstances. 

There him been speculation that the Egyptian President might 
eventually decide to sign a separate peace agreement with 
Israel. Despite strenuous denials of any such intention, a 
bilateral accord need not be ruled out, even though it would 
doubtless meet with fierce opposition from many interested par- 
ties. 

Mr. Sadat might consider going it alone if he could work out 
what he viewed as an honourable overall accommodation, and 
hia Arab brethren gave it the boot. 

■ But for Israel to meet Egypt anywhere near halfway, Mr. 
Sadat, for his part, would have to traverse at least the same dis- 
tance. 


Let the Governor speak out 


WHEN REBUKING the Governor of the Bank of Israel for 
speaking his mind about the State budget this week, the Prime 
Minister seemed to have forgotten that it was neither he, nor his 
predecessor Yitzhak Rabin, who appointed Amon Gafny to the 
post. It was the President, acting on the recommendation of the 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Gafny ’s powers as economic adviser to the administra- 
tion and head of the central bank are embodied in a special 
Knesset law, as are the powers of the State Comptroller. Special 
legislation was enacted so as to underline the importance of this 
office. 

There is a significant principle at stake Yiie, and it is 
dramatized by the issue in dispute. The budge* for 1978/79 will 
be approved by a parliamentary majority ; but it ia — Mr. Gafny 
points out — inflationary. 

The decisions of the government are political, they are based 
on a consensus between the political parties that form the pre- 
sent coalition. The decisions of the Bank of Israel are economic, 
based on unvarnished, objective facts. 

Political considerations are unavoidable, but so are economic 
considerations — which is why the Governor must have his say. 
■It Is necessary in a democratic society to hear the voice of the 
parliamentary majority. It is also necessary to hear the voice of 
reason, and they are not always or necessarily identical. 

This ‘’institutional" clash of views .on economic policy has 
become familiar, almost traditional by now. Not one of the three 
men who have headed the central bank since its creation was a 
party official. All three were forced into confrontations, more 
overt or less, with the party leader who held the Finance port: 
folio, once Levi Eahkol, then Pinhas Saplr, now Sixnha Ehrlich. 

The Governor of the Bank has no political backing, and that 
makes his position perilous. Moshe Sanbar stood up for his 
beliefs, and was thrust out of office. Mr. Gafny must not be forc- 
ed into the same dilemma. 

He represents no danger to the regime. The views he ex- 
presses are and must be thoroughly unpopular. The criticism he 
makes is not demagogic. His public statements are not tactical 
devices, designed to promote somebody's political advance- 
ment. His freedom of public utterance, irritating though It may 
be to the executive branch, is a constructive part of Israel's 
democracy.

THE MESSIANIC hysteria that was 
generated In Israel by Anwaf 
Sadat's visit has not abated. In fact, 
It has risen to a new pitch following 
Sadat's announcement of a Cairo 
Conference to which all the parties 
that were to have gone to Geneva 
have been invited. 

Sadat deserves all the praise we 
have lavished on him. for hia 
courage in coming to look us in the 
eye, and now for inviting us to Cairo 
for another face-to-face meeting, 
this time with representatives of 
other Arab states as well. But many 
of those who are hill of praise for 
Sadat forget how they scorned our 
present government and all our 
previous governments, ■ and before 
that the leadership of the Zionist 
Movement, for being so foolish and 
discourteous as to expect Arab 
leaders to agree to public eye-to-eye 
meetings with us. 

And now, especially since Sadat’s 
Saturday address to the Egyptian 
National Assembly, in which he an- 
□ouced the Cairo Conference, some 
of our politicians and pundits a re 
telling us that the entire success or 


failure of his "initiatives'’ depends 
on a reciprocal gesture from us. We 
must give Sadat something In , 
return, we have been told. since his 
Knesset address on November 20, 
and we must do so quickly, even, 
before the Cairo Conference con- 
venes, lest there be horrible conse- 
quences for which we will be to 
blame. 

At least one prominent Alignment 
politician has already told us that. In 
the new situation, the only decent 
and intelligent thing for the Begin 
government to do is to resign In 
favour of a new Alignment-led 
government, or to adopt the Align- 
ment policy. 

“Doves" In the coalition, parties 
are busily organizing a campaign for 
a coalition of their own to restrain 
Begin’ a “extremism," and for a 


general parliamentary coalition 
with all the other "Knesset “doves," - 
so that there '.wilt be a crystallised 
Knesae^ majority for "moderation.” 


OUR PUNDITS, however, are not 
telling us * exactly what grand 
gesture, we are supposed to' make in 
response -to Sadat's repetition, in 
Jerusalem last week and in Cairo on 
Saturday, of the traditional Arab line 
concerning our withdrawal .to the 
1949 armistice lines (in Jerusalem as 
- well) , and "the: solution of the 
Palestinian problem on Palestinian 
soil" — Including a Palestinian- Arab 
state in Judea-Samaria and the Gaza 
Strip.

meat Uzie fail to mention that their 
own policies did,. not bring Sadat to 
Jerusalem; did sot bring an invita- 
tion. to us to .come, to Cairo; did not 
lead any.

If Sadat, fully aware of Begin's 
alleged intransigence, has not. turn-

LOUD PROTESTS are being heard 
against those who dare to come out 
with so-called premature con- 
cessions to Sadat. So far, Finance 
Minister Ehrlich said this week. 
Sadat has presented no more than 
the Rakah position. Therefore, we 
should keep our debates to 
ourselves, and not prejudice the 
government's bargaining position. 

The sophistry of that argument Is the 
assumption that the declared- goals 
of the government are agreed by all, 
and that the dispute is only about 
how best to achieve them. If that 
were the case, the matters at issue 
could really be treated In terms of 
expediency alone. Even then, the 
complete trust In the government 
that Is implicitly demanded by those 
who resent any presentation of alter- 
natives would leave the public with 
only the possibility of post-factum 
criticism of accomplished facts. 

What is overlooked. Intentionally 
or with naive simplicity. Is that the 
goals themselves are by no means 
universally agreed. It Is becoming 
gradually more apparent that there 
is a deep rift between those whose ul- 
timate goal Is the fulfilment of the 
Zionist Ideal, which has no 
sacrosanct territorial definition In 
Erete Y Israel, and those for whom 
the territorial framework is all- 
important. 

For those who favour the first view 
— and that would seem to be the 
overwhelming majority of Jews in 
Israel and ail over the world — the 
primary objective of policy is peace. 
Those who subscribe to the second 
view would hold on to the slogan — 
now abandoned by its author, Moshe 
Dayan — that If it is a question of 
Sharm-el-Sheikh or peace, then 
better Sharm-el-Sheikh. 

The cry that the government ought 
to be "given a chance," with under- 
tones which brand as near-treason 
any spelling out of the ultimate con- 
cessions Israel should make for 
peace, is therefore merely designed 
to stifle public debate on strategy.

SHOPPING CENTRES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The interesting and provok- 
ing articles by Martin van Creveld 
(“The school aa prison" — October 
30) and Dan Vogel ("Sensible goals 
for education" — November B) fail to 
distinguish clearly between 
'education" and "joh-tratoing." 

In the Jewish tradition, and until 
recently in the civilized world 
generally, learning is not regarded 
as a passport to material riches. But 
both Maimonldea and Spinoza, as 
well as many other thinkers and 
poets considered learning and 
knowledge to he toe only way to 
achieve true happiness. These 
should be the alms of education: toe 
search for understanding of life and 
nature in ail their manifold aspects, 
the respect for life and the capacity 
for wonder. 

Job-training is something different 
altogether, and I doubt whether In a 
relatively affluent society, toe school 
should be the place for it (assuming 
even tha t it can be the place for it) . 
But the school should teach — again 
in the Jewish tradition — respect for 
honest toil and a job well done. A 
youngster should understand that a 
street cleaner who cleans the street 
well and without unneccessary noise 
contributes no less to human hap- 
piness than a popular entertainer. 

Pupils should- be taught that a 
secondary school education or even 
a higher one, does not guarantee 
access to well-paid or comfortable 
jobs, and that to a fast-changing 


world many, probably most of them 
will have to change their jobs and 
learn new trades twice or more 
times during their working life. Very 
few people have jobs which are real- 
ly interesting and satisfytog. But If 
through education, they know the 
satisfaction of learning, of acquiring 
knowledge for Its own sake, they will 
never feel that life is empty and not 
worth living. This should be the ul- 
timate aim of education: to teach the 
joy and excitement of living,
